Please cancel claims 11-15 and 17-23. 
1 . (Currently Amended) A system for monitoring a gas/oil well, comprising: 

a monitoring unit at a well head, the monitoring unit including a wireless monitor 
transceiver consuming power at a safe level for avoiding an explosion risk and further 
including a gas tight box for housing sensor processing electronics, said wireless monitor 
transceiver located outside of said gas tight box; 

a relay unit including a wireless relay transceiver communicating with the wireless 
monitor transceiver of the monitoring unit and further including a telephone communication 
link; and 

a host interface communicating with the relay unit through the telephone communication 

link. 

3. Claims 1-7 and 24-27 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 recites a 
monitoring system with a relay wherein the monitoring unit consumes power at a level below an 
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explosion risk so that the wireless transceiver is located outside a gas tight box. The prior art 
teaches the use of a gas tight box to enclose all of the electronics and thus does not teach or 
suggest the use of limited power. The other claims recites systems and methods of 
communicating via a relay in an explosive environment by using a transceiver located in an 
explosive environment using a first power level and a relay outside the explosive environment 
using power at a higher level. Such a combination is not taught or suggested by the prior art of 
record
